Charles Blacklaw 
Believed to Have 
Ended Own Life 


Second 
death 
by 
drowning 
w ithin a week here w as report­ 
ed Sunday when police found 
the body of a m an later identi­ 
fied as Charles Blacklaw, 82, in 
a reservoir at the north end of 
town. Although no clues were 
found on the body, the coroner’s 
office is inclined to believe that 
it w as suicide. ' 
The tragedy w as first reported 
to police by Henry Uevner, hotel 
caretaker, who told them he saw 
the body of a m an "or a store 
dum m y” floating in the reser­ 
voir. 


SGT. DURMAN ORDWAY and 
Constable 
Fred 
Duffev picked 
up Uevner at the hotel and re­ 
turned to the reservoir w ith him. 
The body was found floating 
face down. 
A wall, four feet high topped 
w ith six strands of barbed wire 
circles the reservoir, m aking it 
alm ost impossible for a person 
to enter. The gate w as found 
locked but further investigation 
revealed th at the barbed wire 
w as cut on the south side with 
a hole sufficiently large to e n ­ 
able a m an to craw l through to 
the water. 


POLICE NOTIFIED Ben White, 
county coroner, who asked that 
the body not be removed until 
Paul Miller, a representative of 
his office, arrived. 
A fter the body w as removed, 
Julius Edelstein, reserve officer, 
checked it and identified it as 
th at of Charles Blacklaw who 
lived at a private hom e on North 
Indian. Blacklaw w as a former 
gardener at Hotel El Mirador. 
Edelstein said th a t on May 
25, th is year, he found Blacklaw 
near the reservoir. He had been 
looking for him after Blacklaw ’s 
landlady reported th at he had 
gone tow ard the reservoir. 
At 
th at tim e, Edelstein 
said, 
he 
found the elderly m an asleep 
and in a w eakened condition. 
He took him home. 


FIRE CHIEF W illiam Leonesio 
further added to the identifica­ 
tion when he viewed the body. 
W eifels and Sons removed the 
body and took it to th eir m or­ 
tuary. 
Nothing w as 
found in 
the pockets of the m an ’s cloth­ 
ing except a pair of horn rimm ed 
glasses ahd 22 cents in change. 
The last tim e Blacklaw w as 
seen by his landlady, she said, 
wa May 30. 
Investigating officers believe 
it w as a case of suicide. Piecing 
together evidence, they said he 
w as despondent because of the 
loss of his job and afraid he 
would be sent to a home for the 
aged. 
Sgt. Ordway said th at as far 
as he could learn, Blacklaw had 
no living relatives.

It can, w ith our help, save America. 
T his book, 
Dr. I eale con­ 
tinues "w ill give vou a spiritual rebirth of freedom and faith. 
Many A m ericans have w ondered w hat part Gen. M acA rthur 
will pláv in the future course of this nation. 
This book m akes 
it clear that his voice will continue to be heard throughout the 
land and that his firm faith in Am erican principles will go a long 
w ay tow ards revitalizing this nation. 
At the very outset, the G eneral explains exactly w here he 
stands 
A lthough w arned ag ain st it. he says "I shall raise m y 
voice as loud and as orton as I believe it to be in the interest of 
the A m erican people. 
I shall dedicate all of my energies to re­ 
storing to American life those im m utable principles and ideals 
which your forefathers and m ine handed down to us in sacred 
trust. 
I shall set my course to the end that no m an need fear 
to speak the truth." 
. . . 
On the subject of w ar, Gen. M acA rthur says that 
w hile we 
m ust be prepared to m eet the trial of w ar if it comes, we should 
gear our foreign and dom estic policies tow ard the ultim ate goal—- 
the abolition of w ar from th e face of the earth.” The G eneral 
says that he is a one hundred percent disbeliever in w ar and de­ 
clares that w ar is a fantastic an d im possible m ethod for th e so lu ­ 
tion of international difficulties. 
. 
Gen M aeA rthur’s views are given about the problem s in Asia 
and the Pacific. 
He describes th e change in the m ilitary situ atio n 
when Red China entered the Korean conflict and says it is a tra g ­ 
edy th at th ere h as been no definition of the political policy w hich 
w’ould provide a solution for th e new problem s brough about by 
that change. 
After th at time, he says, "our political and m ilitary 
leaders set aside our traditional m ilitary policy calling for the 
employm ent of all available pow er and m eans to achieve a prom pt 
and decisive victory and adopted instead a doctrine of defense." 
In a chapter on the “Failure of Leadership" the G eneral is 
quoted as declaring th at "M unich, and m any other historical e x ­ 
amples, have taught us that diplom atic appeasem ent but sow s th e 
seeds of future conflict. Yet, oblivious to these bloody lessons, we 
now practice a new— and yet more dangerous form of ap p ease­ 
m ent—appeasem ent on the battlefield w hereunder we soften our 
blows, w ithhold our pow'er and surrender m ilitary ad v an tag es . . ” 
The real m enace w hich faces America, M acA rthur believes, is 
not from th rea t of external a tta ck but from those insidious forces 
working from w ithin. 
He advocates th e end of invisible govern­ 
m ent based upon propaganda and th e restoration of truly rep ­ 
resentative governm ent based upon truth. 
On the subject of aid to Europe the G eneral observes th a t "the 
will to be free either exists In the h um an heart or all the m oney 
in the world cannot put it there. 
T hus despite the billions we 
have poured abroad. I doubt th a t we have gained a single Com ­ 
m unist convert to the cause of hum an freedom . . . and. a s q uite 
obviously the people of W estern Europe do not generally share 
with our own leaders the fear of Soviet military’ designs, despite 
these billions we seem to have m ade little progress in convincing 
them th a t they them selves should ... shore up their own defenses.
